If you have rhododendrons in 
your foundation planting, or in 
the garden, are you worried 
about. them? This is the time of 
year when they are apt to look 
Sick with the foliage wilting. 
curling or turning brown: 

Lace bugs ‘plague rhododen- 
drons, but if they are not préSent 
and.the leaves are drooping and 
curling, it may be a sign the 
plants are suffering from lack of 
moisture. Often during drought 
periods, brown scorched spots 
appear on the leaves, 

If water is available, give the 
plants a thorough soaking, not 
just a mere sprinkling. 

Since the roots of rhododen- 
drons are close to the soil, a 
deep, year around mulch — is 
necessary to keep them cool 
Oak leaves are best for this 
purpose. If oak jéaves are nol

Because of thelr surface roots 
do no cultivate around rhodo- 
dendrons.

The soil must be kept acid 
around these plants. Lime is 
poison to them. If the soi] in 
which the rhododendrons are 
planted proves by test to be al- 
kaline it can be changed to acid
